Applicants note a typographical error in the April 4, 2007 Restriction 
Requirement, and in Applicants' April 14, 2007 Response to Restriction Requirement. It 
is believed that the Restriction Requirement intended to require restriction to one of the 
following inventions, namely: 



I. Claims 1-60 and 68-74, drawn to a needle assembly, and 

II. Claims 61-67, drawn to a method of assembling a needle assembly. 
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The apparatus claims are 1-60 and 68-74, not claims 1-50 and 68-74. On that basis, 
Applicants' April 14, 2007 Response to the Restriction Requirement should have listed 
the Election I as corresponding to claims 1-60 and 68-74. ''
